Dear Sir: 


On August 21, 2009, an appeal brief was filed in connection with the present patent 
application. On December 10, 2009, the Examiner reopened prosecution by issuing an Office action. 
In response, Applicants are filing a notice of appeal in an attempt to reinstate the previous appeal. 
The MPEP states: "Any previously paid appeal fees set forth in 37 CFR 41 .20 for filing a notice of 
appeal . . . will be applied to the new appeal. If, however, the appeal fees have increased since they 
were previously paid, then appellant must pay the difference between the current fee(s) and the 
amount previously paid." (MPEP 1204.01.) Thus, Applicants are only required to pay the difference 
between the current fee for filing a notice of appeal ($270) and the amount previously paid for filing 
the notice of appeal ($255), which is $15. However, because it does not seem possible to pay only 
the $15 via EFS-Web, Applicants are paying the entire $270 fee for filing a notice of appeal. The 
Director is authorized to credit the $255 overpayment to Deposit Account Number 13-0763. 
Alternatively, Applicants will request a refund of the overpayment.
